The Alunicipal Council have again moved 
in the matter of Water Supjily for the 
town, and now invite tenders “for the 
construction of a reservoir nml laying of 
pipes for tlie Cromwell Corporation AVatcr 
Works.” In other words, they are about 
to expend a [lorlion of the muuicip;il funds 
in tlie excavation of a sandjiit, and in lay- 
ing a line of piping in ]ilaca of the open 
ditch iio’.v used for conveying water from 
one end of the town to the other. The 
contrivance grandiloquently styletl a reser- 
voir is to be constructed, we believe, some- 
where on the low tornico behind the resi- 
dence of Air AVilli.Vms, and just beyond 
the ntidnlating sandy waste wldcli extends 
from Air Hayes's bouse north svard to Air 
Goodger’s stockyard. We do not know, 
nor care to inquire, what quantity of water 
the proposed reservoir is estimated to con- 
tain ; but of this we may be curtain, — the 
larger its dimensions, the more costly will 
it be for the ratepayers. The reservoir 
and the ill-contrived scheme of which it is 
to form a part, will absorb more money 
than the Council will bo able to raise dur- 
ing the next twenty years ; and after all 
the scheme can never be made efficient for 
the purpo.se it is intended to serve. For 
these reasons The supply of water will 
always be uncertain ; the quality, instead 
of improving, will in all probability dete- 
riorate in proportion to the increase of 
population, and will eventually become so

The pkintifls Bought to recover from defendant 
fwho is a farmer and storekeeper residing at 
Poison Creek) the sum of £14 for depasturing 
fourteen head of cattle, defendant's property, on 
Mount Pisa Station, for a period of twelve 
woutha ; together with a further sum of t4s. for 
tmisteriug end yarding the said cattle.

Wilson for the plaintiffs, and Mr Allanby for 
defendant, who denied indebtedness.— The drat 
witness for the plaintiffs was Henry Wilmot, 
overseer of the station, who stated that it was 
an understood arrangement that alt those having 
■cattle on the plaintiffs’ ran were to pay £1 per 
head per annum for depasturing such cattle. — 
The defendant's solicitor having repeatedly inter- 
jected that this was not evidence, Mr Wilson 
replied : Well, once for all, Mr Allanby, allow 
tne to say, that after twenty -five years’ e;:peri- 
cnca, I know perfectly well how to conduct a 
case ; and I will not have these continual inter- 
jections. I cannot tell what the answers will be 
until t put the questions. — His Worship directed 
Mr Allanby to refer to the Bench any objectionu 
he might wish to ra’Se against the evidence for 
the plaintiffs. — Witness continued : Last Thurs- 
day, after leaving the Court, defendant came to 
tne and offered to pay £10 on account of the 
cattle, as that was all he had. I told him I had 
CO power to accept that sum. — John Benti’e, 
sworn, said : I am employed by the plaintiffs as 
cattle-ranger. There was a general muster of 
cattle about the end of October last. Dcfend.int 
was present at the yards, and claimed fourteen 
head. His cattle were turned ont, along with 
others, on to the run, and I have seen them re- 
peatedly on the ran since. I was present on 
Thursday last when defendant offered to p.iy Wil- 
mot £10 “andcry quits.”— Robert Kidd, sworn ; 
Was present at the muster of the catt'e miming 
«n Mount Pisa Station about the eml of October 
last. Saw defendant there, and saw liim claim 
some cattle. There were some which had no 
brands, and defendant cut the points off their 
tai's, I paid plaintiffs for soiiio c.ittle of my 
own at the same time. — Charles Hair, the de- 
fendant, examined by Mr.\llaubv : f never made 
any agreement with the pl.iintiH's fur depastur- 
ing my cattle. The cattle have been rumuog 
upon an island in theC'lutha, opposite the L'ndis 
mouth, for upwards of seven years. Have never 
paid anything to the station owners on .acooniit 
of my cattle. Have only ten head tliat T know 
of. — Cross-examined by .Mr Wilson ; I o'icepaiti 
Mr Loughuan £20 indirectly for gracing cattle. 
Daring the last seven years I . have never paid 
Mr Longhnan, or any one repioscutiMg Mount 
Pisa Station, .any money on account o' graving 
c.attle. I deny having made an micouditioiul 
offer to Wilmot on Thursday last. I olTeied to 
pay£l per bead it the cattle were found. I 
liaVB been looking for them for the last seven 
(lays. —Mr dVilson said he must waive tlie iiera 
charged for yarding the cattle. He admitted 
that a quasi-agreement only had been shown to 
exist between the parties. — His Worship said 
the defendant by offering to [lay £10 “ and cry 
quits,” as h.nd been proved by Beattie, had ad- 
mitted bis liability to pay for dopastuiing the 
cattle. Judgment for £10, being at the rate of 
£1 each for depasturing ten head of cattle fur 
twelve months ; together with 19s, costs of 
Court, and 21s. solicitor's fee. 

James Scott n. A. W. Allasby. — C laim, 
£10 16s. Gd. for .arrears of rent. The defendant 
confessed judgment, and his Worship gave a 
verdict for £11 7s. Gd., including costa, 

W, Smitham V. A. W, All, vsiiv.. -Claim,

j FVom Tauranga, on the east coast of the 
t'drthem Island, a good bridle road of from 
l;ty to sixty miles take.s the traveller to 
fihinemutu, on the banks of the Lake Ho- 
lorua. Ho is here in the midst of geysers, 
got springs bubble out in every direction, 
itid hot streams run into the lake. There is 
Lme little danger in living at Ohinemutu. 
From time to time some one who imprudently 
oes out at night wanders out of the small 

I isfe track, and sinks through a thin crust ot 
iirth into an abyss of boiling water or scald- 
jog mud. The soil is being gradually under- 
iiiaed. Middle-aged men remember when 
hat is now many feet into the lake was firm 
od ; and a “ pa” was swallowed some years 
ro, with all its inhabitants, by a sudden 
indslip. The Maoris, however, are still nu- 
ii{rou.s in Ohinemutu, and use the hot springs 
or baths and cooking. An English specu- 
stor is about to buUd an hotel. 

From Ohinemutu to Lake Tarawera the 
ad passes through a volcanic district. At 
,n« point the track lies between two pools, 
petrifying alum spring, the other a 
ojUng and sulphurous geyser. Turn a tew 
gds off the path, and yon come upon an 
jpen crater from which steam is alw.ays issu- 
ing, and which has a miniature eruption every 
ii months. The hill-side round is covered 
ritli deep layers of silica that has been poured 
out molten. As these thicken the crater is 
likely, I believe, to close up, and the whole 
rjifion will then be exposed to violent earth - 1 
quakes. At present the shocks are insignifi- 
Kint. A few miles further we come to Tcrrae, 
tlie head of Lake Tarawera. It was once a 
missionary station, and a church and an ex- 
cellent mission house are still standing. But 
tie church is closed, the mission-house de- 
serted, and its beautiful garden left to ruin. 
The Maoris who used to worship have aban- 
doned their Christianity and quitted the set- 
tlement. Three miles further we come to 
Kariki, where the Maoris have put up an .oc- 
{Miimodation-house for tourists. It was first 
raised in honour of Prince Alfred. From 
this point the road to Rotoinahana is by 
water, across the splendid sheet of Lake Tara- 
wera, till we come to the stream Kaiwaka. 

Here fairy-land begins. I dip my hands 
into the water, and find it a temperature of 
Irom 70° to 80°. For a distance of more than 
two miles this heat scarcely seems to vary, 
though here and th ere we passa boiling spring, 
which a bather would do well to avoid. In 
one part there are rapids, over which it is 
difficult to force the canoe. The vegetation 
of the bank is luxuriant, but sombre. Gra- 
dually we work up to Rotomahaiui, It is 
very like a Higliland tarn bosomed amid grey 
hills, and is of no great size. Here and there 
are bro.ad rushes, in which myriads of water- 
fowl are breeding, protected by JIaori law. 
They know their safety, and scarcely stir at 
out approach. But our concern is not with 
the lake, but with the geysers and marble 
benches on its banks. The first we land at 
is known as Te Tarota. Imagine a succes- 
sion of white marble teiT,ices, fronded with 
stalactites at the sides, holding here and there 
basins of indescribably blue water, now two 
feet, now eight feet deep, and ascending gra- 
dually from a semicircular crater, above which 
a cloud of steam broods, and from which a 
fountain of hot water is constantly welling 
forth. I should guess the height to which 
( 1 fountain flows to be some sixty feet 
above the lake, but this is simply conjecture. 
What I know is that the whole is on so large 
a scale as to astonish by' its magnificence, and 
to put human emulation out of the question, 
•ks well reproduce Niagara in an English park 
as the terraces of Rotomaliana at Ar.anjuez ot 
Versailles. On the opposite side is another 
similar formation. Hokoteratera, which rises 
higher, with more regular terraces, with pink 
instead of white marble, and if possible, with 
blue water in its cavities. The stops arc ,as 
easily climbed as a palace staircase, let us 
say as the Giant’s staircase .at Venice ; and 
even close to the summit the w,ater is not 
too hot to admit of bathing. Our p.arty all 
plunged into the pools, but picturesque as 
the brown Maoris looked, one liad a feeling 
that Haroun Alraschid's ladies were the pro- 
per tenants of the spot. 

There are of course a host of minor mar- 
vels, such as a large mud geyser, on the 
hanks of Rotomahana. But it is difficult to 
find eyes for wiiat is merely curious and m.iy 
be seen elsewhere. I was not specially fortu- 
nate on the d.ay of my visit. The sky was 
clouded over, and the weather was so evi- 
dently breaking up that I was unable to lin- 
ger as I could have wished. To see the ter- 
taces or to shoot the rapid by moonlight are 
experiences which 1 can well believe add a 
charm even to the glories of Rotomahana. 
Travellers in coming years are likely to be 
spared much of the discomfort whicli at pre- 
sent attends travelling in the New Zealand 
bush and sleeping in Maori inns. But under 
all disadvantages, I saw with unabated sense 
«f delight what 1 think I shall never forget, 
never cease to look back upon as perhaps the 
greatest njitural wonder I have known. The 
barm Lake lies in the midst of rom.mtic 
icenery. Some day, when Australa-sia is fully 
peopled, this district will be the Switzerland 
cf the Southern Ileiniapherc.
